ment the attempt on the part of the jury 
to excuse the infraction of law by off 
setting it with the alleged attempts at 
jury fixing, is deprecated, but there 13 a 
well-defined opinion that on the whole the 
outcome of the case will be beneficial in

New Facts in Regard to the 


May Day Riots. 


THE CAUSES OF THE OUTBREAKS. 


aw CoBvlncwt That th* K*e*»t 


at Pomio Paatelo WM th* 


Work of Anarchists— Provisions Itorcd 
kgr MMftev* Bodies and MM WMtltay 
In Anticipation of Seriou* Trouble — ID 
Dally FsarofAaather Szplailan. 
LoKDON. May 7.— A letter received hen 


from Rome discloses a number of new 
fact* in regard to the rioti wbioh took 
place tbere May O»y and a» to tbe gen- 
eral feeling of the people upon toe same 
occasion. According to this letter ths 
public officials at Rome, aa well as the 
people, have been in a state of actual 
panic for a week or two. This state ol 
affairs, it appears, is due to several onus- 
es, the most prominent of which are the 
fall of the ministry beaded by Hmistei 
Crispi, tbe accession of tbe Rudini miu 
istry into power, the strong public de 
rnand for an equalization ot expense* 
and receipts without fresh taxation, the 
diplomatic troubles that have arisen be- 
tween Italy and the United States, and 
finally tbe explosion at Pozio Pantek 
which caused so much damage and alarm 
in Rome and its vicinity. These events 
bave tended to bring about the feeling 
of panic which, as already stated, exists 
among tbe public officials and the inhab 
Hants generally at Rome. 


The KzplMlou lit Pouo Pantclo. 


In spite of all the denial* and official 


statements made to the effect that the 
explosion at Por.to Pantelo was not thi 
work of Socialists or Anarchists, 
the 


Bonians are convinced that tbe explosion 
was the work of Anarchists, and it will 
require considerable and most clear evi 
deDce to tbe contrary to convince tbe 
people that they are mistaken. So deeply 
istbis conviction rooted in the public 
breast that the people live in daily expee 
tatkra of hearing that there has been an 
explosion in another powder magazine 01 
that some public building bas been blown 
up. As this letter wae written before tht 
fire which destroyed tbe barracks, stables, 
and storehouse* of the Carrabinria, and 
which created so much alarm at the Vatl 
can that tbe entire force of Swiss guards 
wan kept under arnie all night, the feel 
i>g now extotinc in Rome can be easily 
imagined, especially as tbe fire is cur- 
rently attributed to the 
Socialists or 


Anarchist*. 
The feeling of panic re- 


ferred to in the letter is thus apparently 
justified. 


Hatters In V«r; Bud 9h«i.«. 


Continuing the letter says that toe 


crisis 
which undoubtedly 
exist* baa 


caused a collapse of speculative enter- 
prises, which state of affairs has, in turn, 
thrown thousands of workingmen out of 
employment, and in their state of en- 
forced idleness they naturally become dis- 
satisfied with their employers, with the 
government, and with the whole system 
under which they live. In this frame of 
mind the workingmeu become ready prey 
for th* agitators who are continually dig- 
ging away at the foundations of popular 
content. On May Day, this letter says. 
the natural excitability of the working- 
men wa* worked up to fever heat, and 
the wildest rumor* were circulated by 
those woo had everything to gain and 
nothing to lose by a popular disturbance. 
Theee rumors gradually grew in impor- 
tance until it was actually believed it 
was true that* revolution was impend- 
ing. 


Alarm at the Vatican. 


These ramors were continually magni- 


fied, and nowhere was the- panic greater 
than at the Vatican and among tbe va- 
rious religious societies and communities 
of this city. In this connection it was 
stated that these 
religions bodies had 


hurriedly stocked 
their headquarters 


with five days' provisions and that the 
inmates had been confined within doors. 
In a word, the religions communities 
were so alarmed at tbe Socialistic tafot- 
in tbe air that they bad prepared to 
stand a siege iu the event of a wholesale 
apriuDg upon the part ot the maates. 
Bat this feeling ot panic wa* aot confined 
to the religion* bodies. The richer fami- 
lies of this city were also so seriously 
alarmed that they adopted tbe same tac- 
tic* as the religions institutions, and also 
stored provisions in their house* and 
made other preparations to face a serious 
riot and perhaps an attack upon their 
residence*.

FOREIGN MISCELLANY. 


Tk* Kaiser Drank Fr«Bob Win*. ' 


BERLIN, May 7.— Ou the occasion of tbe 


recent banquet tendered by the municipal 
ity of Cologne to the Emperor William the 
city officials accepted an offer from a 
French firm to furnish the champagne for 
the feast, on condition that their b.and 
alone 
be used, no other wine being 


bought from other firms either in Franc* 
or Oermany. This fact has just leaked 
out and if causing no end of trouble for 
the officials concerned, who are every- 
where denounced as willing to sink their 
patriotism for tbe sate of saving a few 
hundred marks. The Kreuz Zeitung is 
•specially bitter in its condemnation of 
the transaction.
